Song Which Was Favorite in 
World War Originated at 
Convention City.

Civil W ar days, when the melody, 
“Th^ Old Gray Mare,” was origi­ 
nated, come to the minds of dele­ 
gates and visitors in Houston for 
the Democratic convention as they 
watch and listen to the “Old Gray 
Mare band” of Brownwood, Texas. 
The band 
of 50 
pieces, led by 
Miss 
Katie 
Myrl 
Parks 
riding 
Sarah ll, the old gray mare which 
“ain't what she used Ut be,” is here 
for the convention. 
As the cow­ 
boys 
parade in their chaps 
arni 
high-heeled boots and hold their 
brass instrum ents 
under spacious 
sombreros, there are reminiscences 
of the episode which inspired the 
song. 
The story is that 
Hood s Texas 
brigade was making 
a 
forced 
march 
to 
relieve 
Confederate 
troops then in action 
during 
the 
second batik* of 
Manassas. 
For 
two days and nights 
the 
Texans 
marched, with no food 
for 
their 
mounts and very little 
for 
them ­ 
selves. 
laite in the second 
night 
they 
bivouacked near the lines. N atural­ 
ly they were under a high tension 
with 
the 
knowledge 
that 
they 
would face tire by morning. 
Just before dawn, 
the 
brigade 
was awakened by a rattle and bang 
near the camp kitchen. 
Thinking 
the enemy had surrounded them as 
they 
slept, 
the 
Texans 
hastily 
sought shelter 
behind 
trees 
and 
brush. 
.Suddenly a young member of the 
brigade, whose 
name 
is 
lost to 
posterity, sang out: “ It’s the old 
gray mare come a tearin’ through 
the wilderness.” 
The mare- It 
w*as Sarah 
I— 
staked nearby, bari worked herself 
free of the ropes. 
Browsing about 
for grass she 
stumbled 
over the 
kitchen, scattering jhU.s and pans. 
A fter tin* war, 
Chief Musician 
Bailey, 
who 
served 
as 
master 
musician in one of the regiments 
r f Hood s brigtde. wrote the music 
now known as 
“ The 
Old 
Gray 


Mare.” 
In the Wjorld War, the 36th di­ 
vision band carried the tune over­ 
seas, where it soon was adopted by 
fort ign bands and played on many 
i occasions. 
When the World W ar ended, the 
36th division was 
reorganized as 
pail of the Texas national guard. 
W right A rm strong was ordered to 
organize a hand in the F irst Texas 
infantry, and after he had gotten 
his musicians together 
he 
found 
th a t the only melody all knew was 
“The Old Gray M are.” 
Consequently, 
every 
place the 
band went 
it 
played 
“The 
Old 
Gray Mare,” and th a t song has car­ 
ried it to several national conven­ 
tions of the American Legion. 
In all parades, ihe band follow's 
a feminine sponsor mounted on a 
successor to 
the old 
gray mare 
which so frightened 
Hood’s bri­ 
gade. 
Miss Parks, the present sponsor, 
knows Sarah I “ain’t w hat she used 
to be,” but makes her mount walk 
with dignity and grace a t the head 
of the band.

.Peach Yellow, a disease which has 
caused Pennsylvania peach grow­ 
ers considerable 
concern 
in 
the 
past, has been brought practically 
under control in this state, accord­ 
ing to the report for the 1927 sea­ 
son which has just been completed 
by W. A. McCubbin of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry of the Pennsyl­ 
vania D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
Of the 802,033 
trees 
inspected 
only 1846, or .23 per 
cent, 
were 
marked because of the disease. 
In 
1926, 624,743 trees were inspected 
and 2524, or .40 
per 
cent, 
were 
found to he afflicted. 
Peach yellow is a disease which 
preys on peach trees, turning the 
leaves yellow and finally resulting 
in the death to the 
tree. 
Each 
year departm ent 
of 
agriculture 
conducts an inspection trip through 
the peach orchards of the state and 
those trees which are afflicted with 
the disease are 
m arked ta be re ­ 
moved as that is 
the 
only 
w'ay 
known at the 
present 
time 
to 
eradicate peach yellow. 
The inspection last year covered 
thirteen of the southeastern coun­ 
ties, Adams, Berks, Bucks, Cum­ 
berland. Chester, 
Dauphin, 
Dela­ 
ware, Franklin, 
Lancaster, Leba­ 
non. 
Lehigh, 
Montgomery 
and 
York.
